III. APPROVAL OF MINUTES OF REGULAR MEETING HELD ON JANUARY 12. 2016 

Chairman Gierut called for approval of the minutes of the January 12, 2016 meeting. Member Lewis moved to approve 
the minutes. Member Anderson seconded. The Board passed the motion unanimously, by a voice vote.

V. BOARD ACTIONS 

1. Case No. L-UC-15-004 

American Federation of State, County and Municipal Employees, Council 31/Sheriff of Cook 
County and County of Cook 

Chairman Gierut called the case and asked General Counsel Nelson to present the issues to the Board. General Counsel 
Nelson stated that Administrative Law Judge Anna Hamburg-Gal (ALJ) issued a Recommended Decision and Order 
(RDO) dismissing the unit clarification petition. General Counsel Nelson then discussed the Petitioner’s exceptions and 
the Employer’s response. After her presentation, General Counsel Nelson recommended that the Board affirm the RDO. 
After discussion. Member Lewis moved to affirm the RDO. Member Anderson seconded the motion, and the Board 
passed it unanimously, by a voice vote. 

2. Case No. L-RC-15-008 

American Federation of State, County and Municipal Employees, Council 31/City of Chicago 

Chairman Gierut called the case. General Counsel Nelson asked Associate General Counsel Hamburg-Gal to present the 
issues to the Board. Associate General Counsel Hamburg-Gal stated that ALJ Thomas Allen issued a RDO recommending 
that the position of Assistant Chief Engineer of Sewers be added to the Unit #4 bargaining unit represented by the Union. 
She then discussed the exceptions and cross-exceptions that were filed by the parties. After her presentation, Associate 
General Counsel Hamburg-Gal recommended that the Board reject the RDO. After discussion. Member Lewis moved to 
reject the RDO. Member Amderson seconded the motion, and the Board passed it unanimously, by a voice vote. 

VI. EXECUTIVE SESSION 

After a short discussion regarding whether there was a need for executive session, the Board concluded it was 
unnecessary.
